a*  General:  During  HOOKAH  I  every  effort  was  made  to  obtain  a  cc  - 
plots  intelligence  pioturo  for  the  large  AO  assigned*  This  was  accomplished  y 
direot  coordination  between  2nd  Brigade  ^LiSIKU  Sector,  AQHTCli'l  Sector,  II  Oozvs 
Hqs,  24th  Speolal  Taotlcal  Zone  and  UBoF.  Intelligence  gained  indicated  th?t 
no  lJain  or  NVA  forces  were  confirmed  In  the  area;  However,  the  contact  to  the 
north  with  the  24th  iiVA  itogt  by  101st  Airborne  Bde  and  the  contact  in  the  south 
with  the  33rd  tiVk  iiegt  by  the  3rd  Dda  25th  Division  indicated  that  the  HOOKsA,  I 
AO  oould  be  utilized  by  supporting  1JVA  units  suspected  of  operating  with  these 
regiments*  3h  addition,  intelligence  indicated  that  the  USaF  Camps  of  ir'Lal 
DJulvHl<G,  ELul  i-MtOhG,  and  ZOLI  KluAG  wore  suspected  targets  of  the  annotated 
ilonsoon  Offensive*  Further,  the  AO  had  long  been  suspected  as  a  VC  zono  contain¬ 
ing  seoret  bases,  and  reported  caches,  rost  areas,  and  confirmed  north/south 
infiltration  routes*  One  reported  seoret  base  east  of  iLEI  DJahEwG. allegedly 
was  oooupied  by  3000  VC  who  used  forced  labor  from  the  local  inntagnard 
villages;  a  search  of  this  area  and  the  others  disproved  the  reports  for  the 
time  being* 

b*  Terrain:  The  large  AO,  consisting  of  approx  45,000  square  Ah, 
was  made  up  of  three  main  terrain  features.  These  main  features  were  high  mount, 
ains  In  the  central  portion,  rolling  hills  and  lower  mountains  in  the  west  and 
the  river  plains  east  of  the  DaL  Ba  *dver.  The  mountains  were  covered  with  ..julti- 
canopied  forests  and  dense  underbrush  which  restricted  ground  movement  and  severe¬ 
ly  limited  ground  and  air  to  ground  observation.  In  the  west,  the  relief  was 
less  exaggerated  and  slopes  were  more  gentle.  The  area  was  heavy  with  tall  bam¬ 
boo  thickets  and  dense  vegetation  which  often  limited  observation  to  only  a  few 
feet.  The  river  plain  was  speckled  with  cultivated  fields  and  flooded  rice 
paddies  which  restricted  movement  off  trails  and  roads.  The  lowlands  were  uel.‘> 
populated  within  the  A0  and  offered  the  looal  VC  forces  an  excellent  sanctuary 
by  melting  in  with  the  looal  populace.  Heavily  lorrosted  mountains,  to  include 
the  border  areas,  severely  restrioted  Lu  selection.  Conversely,  numerous  landing 
areas  wore  available  on  the  plains  contiguous  to  oou*o  of  the  nvart.
